I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  Decemoer,  1965. 

Tne  Eep(i.rt  is  prepeired  on  the  line  s.  laid  down  oy  the  Ministry  of 
Health,' 

The  raid-year  population  is  estiiaated  by  the  Registrar  General  at 
1,760,  an  increase  of  20  on  196^. 

There  were  19  live  birt^.s  compared  -'with  20  in  1964.  The  live  birth 
rate  was  14.89,  being  lov/er  than  that  for  England  and  Pales  which  is 
18.1.  There  were  two  illegitiraate  births. 

Total  deaths  numbered  24(27  in  1964) and  the  death  rate  at  10.22 
is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Pales  at  11, 5. There  v;ere  no  infant 
deaths  during  the  year. 

The  main  causes  of  death  were  heart  Disease,  7>  Respiratory 
Disease,  3,  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  Syst-em6,  and  Cancer  4*. 

Tvi^elve  cases  of  infectious  diseasee  '//ere  notified  dufing  the  year 
eleven  cases  of  measles  and  1  case  of  pneumonia.  Tnere  veere  no  cases’ 
of  tuberculosis
